GRASS 
A most comprehensive re « 
search program is being con - 
ducted in Missouri to find more 
effective and more efficient 
methods of controlling an d 
eradicating Johnson Grass. 
We have divided the areas for 
treatment into two categories, 
non-cropland and cropland. 
NON-CROPLAND 
1. Keep up periodic treat - 
ments once you have started a 
program of treating with dala- 
pon. It only takes a short grow­ 
ing period, after the effects of 
dilapon spray have disappeared 
for Johnson Grass to produce 
rhizomes that can survive the 
winter and increase the infes­ 
tation. 
2. Size of areas you select to 
be treated with dalapon should 
be based upon what you can af­ 
ford to give a complete treat- 
mer.i. It is best to give adequate 
treatments of dalapon to small 
areas than to inadequately treat 
large areas. 
S. Thinnest stands and newest 
infestations are easiest to kill. 
If you cannot give a complete 
spraying program to all the in­ 
fested land, treat these areas 
first. Thick, old stands are hard­ 
er to kill and already about as 
bad as they can get. Mowing or 
pasturing for a few years will 
weaken the stand and will then 
be easier to kill with dalapon. 
4. Mow or graze areas not in­ 
cluded in spray program fre - 
quently, to keep from going to 
seed. Mow as often as Johnson 
Grass gets 8 to 10 inches tall. 
This will weaken plants and 
make chemical treatments that 
follow more effective. 
5. Repeat spray applications 
as needed. First spray should be 
as soon as Johnson Grass reach­ 
es 8 to 12 inches in height. Sec­ 
ond spraying should be applied 
when growth (regrowth) is 8 to 
12 inches tall or when the plants 
begin to recover where the first 
spraying did not give good top 
kill. A third application is usual­ 
ly necessary and a fourth can 
be made if needed. 
Each treatment should con­ 
tain 7.4 lbs. of acid equivalent 
per acre of dalapon. This would 
be 10 lbs. of the commercial 
product 
6. Uniform 
distribution 
spray material is important. Re­ 
search up to now indicates that 
volume of water has little in­ 
fluence as long as the material 
is uniformly distributed. 
NOTE: Hie above applies to 


CROPLAND 
1. Pre-plant treatment of dal­ 
apon on corn, soybeans, and cot­ 
ton. Where you have a thick 
stand of Johnson Grass on row 
cropland and would like to get 
increased income from this land 
you might try a pre-plant treat­ 
ment with dalapon. Spray John­ 
son Grass when it is about 8 
inches high with 7.4 lbs. of acid 
equivalent dalapon to the acre, 
(0 lbs. of Dowpon) wait ten 
or 20 days before planting corn 
or soybeans. Cotton may be 
planted as early as ten days aft­ 
er treatment, but still may run 
the risk of getting in a late crop. 
2. Dalapon can be used as a 
post-emergence spray on spring 
seeded alfalfa to control grass. 
Use at rate of 1-2 lbs. of dala­ 
pon (1.5 to 2.5 lbs. of Dowpon) 
per acre. Spray when grasses 
are 1 to 1% inches in height. 
Chief drawback is that hay cut 
during the season cannot be fed 
to dairy cows in milk or to fat­ 
tening animals. Can be fed to 
heifers and beef cow herds. 
3. Where a summer fallowing 
program is being used John 
son Grass can be brought un­ 
der control much faster by al­ 
ternate spraying and plowing. 
A. Let Johnson Grass get up 
to 8-10 inches in order to let as 
much grass come up as pos­ 
sible. Then mow to even up 
growth. 
B. When Johnson Grass grows 
back to 8-10 inches spray with 
dalapon. Can rig up a boom 
type sprayer but just treat in­ 
fested spots in field. 
C. Wait 2-3 weeks, then plow 
or disk field. 
D. When escape plants, or 
new seedlings get up to 8-10 in­ 
ches spray with dalapon again, 
wait 2-3 weeks and plow. This 
can be repeated again as sea­ 
son permits. 
In this type of program the 
plowing weakens the plant mak­ 
ing the chemical more effective 
and the chemical causes the 
roots to die more easily when 
turned up by plowing. 
Where a field has been al • 
lowed to go to seed the pre­ 
vious year and the ground is 
saturated with seed, it will be 
best to plow' only and not spray 
until seedlings are eliminated.

COTTON MARKET NEWS 
Cotton made good growth. 
Farmers increased grass con­ 
trol measures following recent 
rains; however, fields are rel­ 
atively clean. Rains stimulated 
gowth 
and W' cotton 
blooms 
showed up in the older fields, 
acording to the 
Agricultural 
Marketing Service, U. S. D. A. 
Spraying of insecticides was 
stepped up as a precautionary 
measure on a number of farms. 
Buying of Commodity Credit 
Corporation cotton dominated 
the market this week. Spot cot­ 
ton prices were steady to slight­ 
ly lower. 
Merchants 
offered 
stock cotton freely, but buyer 
demand weakened. Interest was 
centered around Strict Low Mid­ 
dling and higher White grades. 
Domestic mil! purchases were 
spasmodic and on a “hand-to- 
mouth” basis. Sales were most­ 
ly for*July and August delivery. 
Buying of new-crop cotton for 
September and forward delivery 
increased slightly. Foreign mill 
buying was rather sluggish and 
purchases were small in vol­ 
ume. 
Middling 1-1-18 inches cotton 
was quoted on the Memphis 
market at 3$.00 cents per pound, 
unchanged from a week earlier.

TOMATO PROBLEMS 
We are no-., m a period when 
problems with tomatoes begin 
to show up. These problems 
are usually the result at varie­ 
ty, cultural practice diseases 
or insects. Unfortunately, you 
will have to live with most of 
these problesm. Very little can 
be done now to “cure the 
plant. But you should become 
aware of the problem, and 
learn how to prevent its recur 
ranee in future years. 
Since wilt and blight are two 
common diseases of tomatoes 
let’s start with them. Many 
gardners 
confuse wilt 
and 
blight. While at one stage in 
their development they may 
have somewhat similar symp­ 
toms, they are two entirely dif­ 
ferent organisma. Control mea­ 
sures are different also. 
Wilt, or more properly called 
Fusarium wlft, is a soil-borne 
fungus. You can’t get rid of it 
once it has been introduced in­ 
to your garden. Even if you 
don’t plant tomatoes it will re­ 
main alive for more than 20 
years in your soil. When soil 
temperatures reach 80 degrees 
or so, this organism becomes 
active. It enters the root sys­ 
tem, and then grows in the 
water conducting tubes, plugg­ 
ing them up. As a result, the 
plant does not receive sufficient 
water. 
The first symptom of wilt Is 
a 
yellowing 
of 
the 
lower 
leaves—usually on one side of 
the plant. This symptom pro­ 
gresses up the plant with the 
leaves 
gradually dying. The 
severity of this disease will de­ 
pend upon how heavily the 
soil is infected and whether or 
not the variety you planted has 
any resistance. 
Your 
plant 
could be dead in a week or it 
may struggle along the rest of 
the season. 
Control is dependent entirely 
on planting resistant tomato 
varieties. Varieties 
such 
as 
Surprise, 
Supreme, 
Tomboy, 
Homestead and Sunray have a 
high degree of resistance to Fu­ 
sarium wilt. If you have a wilt 
problem by all means plant re­ 
sistant varieties. If you want 
to be doubly sure wilt is your 
problem, cut the tomato stem 
at the ground line. If the area 
just 
inside 
the 
“skin” is a 
brownish-black color you can be 
sure it is wilt.

Lightning strikes some­ 
where on the earth about 100 
times every second, although it 
is not likely to strike you if you 
know how to follow a few sim­ 
ple rules. 
CAUSE OF LIGHTNING 


When we speak of blight of 
hovatoes 
we 
usually 
mean 
early blight, caused by the fun­ 
gus, Alternaria 
solani. Late 
blight is caused by a different 
organism. We usually don’t have 
problem with late blight so let’s 
consider only early blight. 
The early blight organism 
lives on decayed plant tissue 
in the soil. During rainy per­ 
iods when the temperature is 
above 75 degrees, spores are 
Droduced and carried to the 
foliage of the tomato by rain, Iflavor- 
wind and mechanical means. 
First syinptoms appear on 
the lower leaves. Small, irregu­ 
lar, brown spots appear. These 
spots rapidly enlarge to V* to 
yz inch and are usually sur­ 
rounded by a yellow area. You 
will notice a concentric ring or 
target-like pattern In the spots. 
When spots are numerous the 
whole leaf will yellow and die. 
When serious, the disease may 
kill all the leaves on the lower

When purchasing fruit as well 
as any other perishable foods 
there are certain facts to keep 
in mind. The average consum­ 
ers choice of any kind of fruit 
is influenced to a great extent 
by price, appearance and qual­ 
ity. Perhaps, soma homemak­ 
ers think that fine appearance 
always signifies fine quality. 
However, this is not always 
true. A friut with a very at­ 
tractive appearance may have 
poor quality because of some 
overmaturity. It is likewise true 
that a fruit with poor appear­ 
ance caused hy surface blem­ 
ishes may have a very fine eat­ 
ing quality. 
WISE PURCHASING 
To make die best use of our 
food dollar we must learn to 
select purchases wisely. Let’s 
review some hints to follow in 
selecting fruits from die fruit 
bin gt the supermarket 
BANANAS 
This fruit is best for eating 
when it is tinted with a brown 
color and flecked with small 
brown specks. Bananas with 
green tips are good for use in 
cooking; or when you plan to 
store diem i few days on die 
pantry shelf before eating. 
Avoid purchasing 
bananas 
with badly discolored skins, 
bruised areas, or deay. Bruis­ 
es are indicated by dark or 
blackened areas of die skin. De­ 
cay shows up with the presence 
of mpld on the darkened skins. 
PEACHES 
A peach of fine quality should 
be free from blemishes, have 
a fresh appearance, and be 
whiteish or yellowish in color. 
Avoid immature, over mature 
or bruised peaches. Immature 
peaches may develop a pale 
weak color, shrivel, and the 
flesh may become tough or 
lacking in flavor. Overmature 
peaches bruise easily and soon 
break down. 
However, 
they 
may be just what you want for 
immediate consumption. 
Bruised fruit is undesirable 
because it is wasty. Much of 
die flesh Is soft and discolored 
and gome of it may have t 
be discarded. 
GRAPES 
For good quality check to see 
that the individual grapes are 
firmly attached to the stems. 
Good flavor is generally indi­ 
cated when the fruit has high 
color for the variety. 
You can check for decay by 
noticing if the grapes are wet 
or molded. Often evidence of 
decay can be found in its 
earliest stages near the stem. 
PLUMS 
Look for plump, clean, even­ 
ly colored plums 
which are 
soft enough to yield to soft pres­ 
sure. 
Color alone is an unreliable 
guide to use in determining ripe­ 
ness of this fruit. Some va­ 
rieties are fully ripe when the 
color is yellowish green, others 
when the fcolor is purplish blue 
or black. A softening at the tip 
of the plum is generally a good 
indication that maturity has 
been retched. 
Immature plums are hard. 
They may be shriveled tnd are 
generally of poor color and 
flavor. Overmature plums are 
generally 
soft 
and 
easily 
bruised. 
Don’t 
purchase 
shriveled 
fruit. It usually has flesh of a 
leathery texture and is poor in

CHECK EARLY CORN 
Several farmers tell us that 
plant food deficiencies are show­ 
ing up in early corn. This is the 
time when any plant food de­ 
ficiency would show up most 
The stress for plant food to 
make a good ear would cause 
deficiencies to be noticeable if 
there Is a shortage of plant food 
in the soil. Leaf discoloration is 
usually the first symptom. 
Care must be taken to distin­ 
guish between the causes of leaf 
discoloration. Nitrogen deficien­ 
cies might be mistaken for 
a 
shortage of water. Insect dam­ 
age of roots or of leaves may 
cause tha plant to fail in utiliz­ 
ing certain plant nutrients. A 
lime deficiency or unbalanced 
soil fertility can result in mul­ 
tiple deficiency symptoms. 
Several tools are available to 
help pinpoint die nutrient prob­ 
lems during the growing seas­ 
on. Soil tests are a “must” to 
know whether die 
necessary 
plant foods are available. Soil 
tests indicate the levels of cal­ 
cium, magnesium, phosphorous, 
potassium, organic matter, and 
acidity in the soil. Tissue tests 
indicate whether the plant 
is 
getting adequate nitrogen, phos­ 
phorus and potassium. “On the 
spot” field soil tests indicate 
the acidity and phosphorus sit­ 
uation near the growing plants. 
Yield and quality of the crop is 
the final test of crop perform­ 
ance. Comparison of abnormal 
with normal plants is helpful in 
pinpointing problems. 
A calcium shortage results In 
yellowish-green color, underde­ 
veloped root systems, stunted 
spindly growth, malformations 
and weak stalks. 
Nitrogen deficiency of corn is 
easy to spot with spindly, yel­ 
lowed, stunted growth. Leaves 
fire from tip down the midrib 
starting first on the 
oldest 
leaves. Ears fail to fill. Nitro­ 
gen deficiency results in pre­ 
mature maturing and lower 
yields. Soybeans and other le­ 
gumes are often starved for ni­ 
trogen as a result of a poor lime 
situation. 
A potassium limitation causes 
browning at the tip and »tof»g 
the edges of most mature leaves. 
Leaf edges become ragged and 
cupped downward. Yellowed and 
ragged soybean leaves is almost 
a sure sign of potassium defic­ 
iency. 
Phosphorus 
deficiency 
causes slow, spindly growth in 
the early stages, poor pollina­ 
tion, and small twisted ears of 
corn. Quality and yield suffers 
with a phosphorus shortage. 
Moisture deficiency 
causes 
youngest leaves to roll and curl 
upward. Most nutrient deficien. 
cies affect the older leaves of 
the plant first with downward 
curling. Leaf-roll during a mois­ 
ture stress is die plant’s defense 
against excessive transpiration. 
Such leaves often unfurl during 
the nights. 
When hunger signs appear you 
should confirm them with a soil 
test. Determine which plant food 
nutrients are short and make 
plans to correct the situation for 
next year.

Vegetables Need Water 
and Fertiliser 
If you want high quality veg­ 
etables from your garden, sim­ 
ilar to those you see in the su­ 
per market, you have things to 
do. First the plants need ade­ 
quate water—a good 
soaking 
once a week. Second side dress 
with nitrogen. We must assume 
that phosphorus and potash were 
applied before planting. 
Tomatoes, cucumbers, canta­ 
loupes, green beans, onions and 
sweet corn can make good use 
of extra nitrogen applied at the 
right time. For each of these 
crops use 1 pint of ammonium 
nitrate per 100 ft of row. Apply 
the fertilizer after fruit 
has 
started to set on tomatoes, cu­ 
cumbers, 
cantaloupes, 
and 
green beans, and on onions after 
bulbs have started and on corn 
when it is knee high and after 
tassel. 
Apply the nitrogen in a band 
four to six inches from the row 
end work it into the soil. Your 
tomatoes will respond to a treat­ 
ment after 2 weeks. 
Food Is A Good Boy 
In 1960 we spent 20 percent of 
disposable income for food com­

CONSERVATION JOB DONE, 
a tm OFFICE MANAGER” 
Conservation work costs mon- 
ey. That’s why we have 
aa 
ACP, Tom Lett, Manager of the 
Scott County Agricultural Stabi­ 
lization and Conservation Office, 
said today. He pointed out that 
being convinced about the bene­ 
fits of conservation is 
not 
enough, and expressed the be­ 
lief that some farmers still may 
not understand that they can ob­ 
tain program help in getting 
die needed conservation 
job 
done on their farms. 
“Just drive around the coun­ 
try,’» the office manager 
de­ 
clared, “and you can easily spot 
the farms where conservation 
farming is being practiced. In 
many cases, you would also find 
that the Agricultural Conserva­ 
tion Program is 
cooperating 
with die fanner in carrying out 
the conservation practice on the 
land.” 
For farmers who may not ful­ 
ly understand just how 
ACP 
works, Mr. Lett explained that 
the program’s purpose is to en­ 
courage the establishment 
of 
soil, water, woodland, and wild­ 
life conservation practices need­ 
ed in the public interest. The 
program, therefore, has an in­ 
centive type of approach to the 
problem—it “shares the cost” 
of sound conservation measures 
which the farmer would not car­ 
ry out without such assistance. 
Funds for this purpose are au­ 
thorized by Congress in recog­ 
nition of the facts that the Na­ 
tion’s natural resources are vi­ 
tal not only to the farmers and 
ranchers who operate the land 
but also to die health and well 
being of each citizen, both now 
and in the future. 
ACP practices to promote con­ 
servation measures are selected 
to meet local as well as national 
conditions. Each county has a 
list of the practices, specifica­ 
tions, and cost-share rates ap­ 
proved tor local farmers par­ 
ticipating in die program. 
In brief, the farmers obtain 
ACP cooperation by filing re­ 
quests with the A SC county com­ 
mittee for ACP cost-sharing be­ 
fore carrying out the practice. 
They receive a definite notice 
from the committee of the ex­ 
tent to which their requests have 
been approved. After completion 
of die practices, the farmers 
certify this by filing the neces­ 
sary report forms with 
the 
county office. Their cost-shar­ 
ing assistance, in the form of 
either cash or a purchase order 
for a conservation service or 
material, usually covers about 
half the cost of the approved 
practice. 
Under the cash plan, 
the 
farmers pay the total cost of 
establishing the approved prac­ 
tice, and are later reimbursed 
for the Government's share of 
the cost Under the purchase or­ 
der plan, the Government’s cost 
-share is advanced to the ven­ 
dor who supplies the farmer 
(1) a conservation material — 
such as seed, trees, fertilizer, 
lime, or tile; or (2) a service— 
such as earth moving, 
tree . . .

Although the local 4-H Ach­ 
ievement Day is not a require­ 
ment for 4-H clubs, it is en­ 
couraged because: (1) It gives 
the entire community a chance 
to see what these young people 
have dona and can do. (2) Also 
this event is considered a dress 
rehearsal for the club’s entry 
into the County 
Achievement 
Day. It serves as a pracice per­ 
formance and prepares the boys 
and girls for their county event. 
(3) It is also a good time to show 
appreciation to the adult lead­ 
ers for their contribution to com­ 
munity life through their work 
with the young people. Last year 
over half of the clubs in Missou­ 
ri held a local club achievement 
day.

Conservation Office, today re­ 
viewed certain wheat program 
provisions still in effect under 
existing law. 
•For 1964, the office manager 
explained, the legislation pro­ 
vides that price support at 50 
percent of parity—about $1.25 
per bushel, on the average—will 
be available to producers who 
plant within the acreage allot­ 
ments which were 
established 
before the referendum. 
There 
will be no quota penalties for 
planting in excess of 1964 acre­ 
age allotments. However, over­ 
planting the 
1964 
allotments 
would reduce the acreage his­ 
tory credit for future allotments. 
Farmers who have Conserva­ 
tion Reserve contracts agreed to 
plant within the larger of the 
farm acreage allotment or 15 
acres, and this means that the 
1964 Conservation Reserve pay­ 
ment for the farm is dependent 
on planting within their acreage.

when he top dressed his wheat, 
n addition to wheat, Joe raises 
cotton, corn and soybeans.

Crime Syndicate Leaders Fru'»t- 
rated in Attempts to Hold New 
Seem ‘Summit’ to Coordinate 
Invasions of Financial Circles 
New York: — Chiefs of the 
crime syndicates have been a«- 
tempting to hold a secret Apa- 
lachine-style policy 
conference 
for some months now. They al­ 
most succeeded this past March. 
Their "executive 
committee” 
did gather in a mid-town West 
Side hotel in Mannattan. 
However, they could conduct 
no business, though they had 
hoped to patch up differences 
between warring regional crim­ 
inal associations — and discuss 
their newest dilemma. It has 
been created by rivalry over 
invasion of Wall Street, com­ 
petition for 
control 
of 
some 
massive union welfare and pen­ 
sion 
funds 
running 
into 
the 
hundreds of millions, and tne 
seizures 
of 
some 
legitimate 
businesses 
through 
blackmail, 
muscle and old-fashioned 
ter­ 
ror. 
The March meeting here was 
called in the hope tnat 40 lead­ 
ers of organized crime, with 
intricate “holdings” in industry 
and some unions, would attend. 
However, only a small group 
made it. The others could not 
escape the FBI’s physical and 
electronic surveillance. 
It has not been publicly re­ 
ported, but the FBI and other 
agencies now turn m an aver­ 
age of 1.200 
investigative 
re­ 
ports a month to the special 
Intelligence Unit of the Organ­ 
ized Crime 
and 
Racketeering 
Section and the Criminal Divi­ 
sion of the Justice Dept. Each 
report averages 10 pages. This 
has forced the division to go 
on a sixday week. So detailed 
are these dossiers, that an at­ 
tempt has been made to devise 
a computer analysis system to 
extract the information. 
But automation has not yet 
replaced the crime analyst and 
the division is asking for more 
money for additional manpower. 
Even with a short staff, a re­ 
cent report by Assistant U.S. 
Attorney General H. J. Miller 
revealed 
that 
the 
section 
is 
“up to date in New England, 
Chicago, Milwaukee, and Flori­ 
da, and almost up to date in 
New York, but wc are falling 
behind.” 
The FBI reports now follow 
a new 
Racketeering 
Section 
policy. This has been switched 
from 
an 
overall 
“nationwide 
scale” to a concentration ‘‘prin­ 
cipally on the larger, metropol­ 
itan areas.” 
Tbis has enabled the govern­ 
ment to keep the FBI glued to 
individual 
criminal 
leaders, 
much to the chagrin of many 
of them. The mobs now are 
worried by the number of ar­ 
rests 
and 
convictions. 
They 
know that there will 
be 
im­ 
portant new indictments before 
the summer is over. 


What troubles the crime syn­ 
dicates’ policy makers is mat 
the new federal strategy has de­ 
veloped at a moment when tne 
crime 
combines 
are 
moving 
more heavily into business and 
financial circles. Many of these 
ixilicy makers were at the Nov. 
11, 1957, Apalaenin crime con­ 
vention. Some of 
them 
have 
been arrested recently as a re­ 
sult of their invasion of Wall 
Street. 
The switch to legitimate busi­ 
ness was decided on after *he 
‘crime cookout” — as the Apa- 
lachin gathering is referred to 
now. II was called for many 
reasons, but essentially to get 
the organized undenvorld out of 
the lucrative, but now danger­ 
ous narcotics field — danger­ 
ous because at least three Apa- 
lachin “delegates” 
have 
been 
sentenced to terms as long as 
40 years, 20 years and 15 years 
in the penitentiary for violat­ 
ing the narcotics laws. 
So part of the mob decided 
to hit the financial district. Re­ 
cently, the FBI discovered that 
stolen bonds were being ped­ 
dled by 
hoodlums 
who 
also 
specialized in labor operations. 
One “hot” $100,00 
bond 
had 
been offered around for $80,000. 
In this Southern District of 
New York. Robert Morgenthau. 
U.S. Attorney, 
has 
intensified 
his investigation of crime syn­ 
dicates on Wall Street. There 
already have been indictments 
of members of the Apalachin 
combine for actually looting one 
big Wall Street firm of scores 
of thousands of dollars worth 
of securities. 
Others of the Apalachin net­ 
work have been discovered sell­ 
ing worthless Canadian mining 
stock; running 
"boiler room” 
sales o}>erations of nonexistent 
companies; and actually float­ 
ing spurious public stock issues. 
But the 
criminal 
combines 
have not limited their business 
activity 
to the 
“Street.” 
In 
addition to taking over firms, 
looting them and then forcing 
them 
into 
bankruptcy, 
they 
operate rackets 
such 
as 
the 
“ghost executive.” 
A firm is created or bought 
up by the mob. They then put 
their lieutenants.’ names on the 
payroll. These executives draw 
no salary, do no 
work. 
But 
their alleged salary is drawn 
by the mob and deducted from 
the company’s income as a le­ 
gitimate payroll expense. The 
top hoods keep the “salaries” 
for themselves.

One More Example 


Ten of this country’s leading 
economists haee eha lie aged tra­ 
ditional regulatory 
yardsticks 
that have forced higher costa 
onto the public by barring the 
lowering 
of 
railroad 
freight 
rates. Their case is printed ia 
the October Journal of Businas* 
of the University of Chicago. 
Specifically, these economists 
are opposed 
to 
long-standing 
practices which peg minimum 
rates to so-called fully-distribut­ 
ed costs — that is, arbitrary 
amounts that are supposed to 
represent such fixed expenses 
as tracks, stations and other it* 
ems. They particularly attack 
“the false notion that all costa 
can be traced and attributed.” 
In their view the right yard* 
stick on which to base minimum 
rates is what is known as in* 
cremental cost — which is the 
increase in total cost resulting 
from increased business. 
The panel’s primary point is 
that railroad managements need 
freedom to estimate costs and 
make price decisions. Partlcu* 
larly urgent, it states, are cost 
determinations tailored to sp* 
cific situations, instead of com­ 
monly-used general 
measures 
which are voided by too muck 
averaging. And it makes the 
important observation that vary­ 
ing rates according to demand 
is “consistent with the publi* 
interest in the economical ut­ 
ilization of resources,” adding 
that the ease of setting up of 
truck 
and 
other 
competitive 
transport operations makes pre­ 
datory practices by the rail­ 
roads unprofitable and unlikely. 
Aside from , the complexities 
inherent in these matters, the 
foregoing is an example of how 
arbitrary and obsolete regula­ 
tory laws and practices deprive 
the public of 
maximum 
ef­ 
ficiency and economy in trans­ 
portation — and deprive the es­ 
sential raiiroad industry of the 
opportunity to compete most ef­ 
fectively for traffic.

C rime Syndicate Leaders Fru>t- 
ratcd in Attempts to Hold New 
Secret ‘Summit’ t« Coordinate 
Invasions of Financial Circles 
New York: — Chiels or the 
crim e syndicates have been at­ 
tem pting to hold a secret Apa- 
lachine-style policy 
conference 
for some months now. They al­ 
m ost succeeded this past M arch. 
Their “executive 
com m ittee” 
did gather in a mid-town West 
Side hotel in M anhattan. 
However, they could conduct 
no business, though they had 
hoped to patch up differences 
between warring regional crim ­ 
inal associations — and discuss 
their newest dilem m a. 
It has 
been created by rivalry over 
invasion of Wall Street, com ­ 
petition for 
control 
of 
some 
m assive union welfare and pen­ 
sion 
funds 
running 
into 
the 
hunureds of millions, and tne 
seizures 
of

legitim ate 
businesses 
through 
blackm ail,

Tile March m eeting here w as

A most comprehensive re - 
search program is being con - 
ducted in Missouri to find more 
effective 
and 
more 
efficient 
methods of controlling 
a n d 
•radicating Johnson Grass. 
We have divided the areas for 
treatment into two categories, 
non-cropland and cropland. 
NON-CROPLAND 
1. Keep up periodic treat - 
ments once you have started a 
program of treating with dala- 
pon. It only takes a short grow­ 
ing period, after the effects of 
dalapon spray have disappeared 
for Johnson Grass to produce 
rhizomes that can survive the 
winter and increase the infes­ 
tation. 
2. Size of areas you select to 
be treated with dalapon should 
be based upon what you can af­ 
ford to give a complete treats 
mer.v. It is best to give adequate 
treatments of dalapon to small 
areas than to inadequately treat 
large areas. 
S. Thinnest stands and newest 
infestations are easiest to kill. 
If you cannot give a complete 
spraying program to all the in­ 
fested land, treat these areas 
first. Thick, old stands are hard­ 
er to kill and already about as 
bad as they can get. Mowing or 
pasturing for a few years will 
weaken the stand and will then, growth 
be easier to kill with dalapon. 
4. Mow or graze areas not in­ 
cluded in spray program fre - 
quentlv, to keep from going to 
seed. Mow as often as Johnson 1 
Grass gets 8 to 10 inches tall. I 
This will weaken plants and1 
make chemical treatments that I 
follow more effective. 
5. Repeat spray applications 
as needed. First spray should be 
as soon as Johnson Grass reach-1 
es 8 to 12 Inches in height. Sec­ 
ond spraying should be applied 
when growth (regrowth) is 8 to 
12 inches tall or when the plants 
begin to recover where the first 
spraying did not give good top 
kill.

1. Pre-plant treatment of dal­ 
apon on corn, soybeans, and cot­ 
ton. Where you have a thick 
stand of Johnson Grass on row 
cropland and would like to get 
increased income from this land 
you might try a pre-plant treat­ 
ment with dalapon.

Since wilt and blight are two 
common diseases of tomatoes 
let’s start with them. Many 
gardners 
confuse wilt 
and 
blight. While at one stage in 
their development they may 
have somewhat similar symp­ 
toms, they are two entirely dif­ 
ferent organisma. Control mea­ 
sures are different also. 
Wilt, or n ore properly called 
Fusarium w it, is a soil-borne 
fungus. You can’t get rid of it 
once it has been introduced in­ 
to your garden. Even if you 
don’t plant tomatoes it will re­ 
main alive for more than 20 
years in your soil. When soil 
temperatures reach 80 degrees 
or so, this organism becomes 
active. It enters the root sys­ 
tem, and then grows in the 
water conducting tubes, plugg­ 
ing them up. As a result, the 
plant does not receive sufficient 
water. 
The first symptom of wilt is 
a 
yellowing 
of 
the 
lower 
leaves—usually on one side of 
the plant. This symptom pro­ 
gresses up the plant with the 
leaves 
gradually 
dying. 
The 
severity of this disease will de­ 
pend upon how heavily the 
soil is infected and whether or 
not the variety you planted has 
any 
resistance.

could be dead in a week or it 
may struggle along the rest of 
the season.

(By Virginia Sample, Ext«e 
sfan I t e o Ecnnomlse 
When purchasing fruit as well 
as any other perishable foods 
there are certain facts to keep 
in mind. The average consum­ 
ers choice of any kind of fruit 
is influenced to a great extent 
by price, appearance and qual­ 
ity. Perhaps, some homemak­ 
ers think that fine appearance 
always signifies fine quality. 
However, this is not always 
true. A friut with a very at­ 
tractive appearance may have 
poor quality because of some 
overmaturity. It is likewise true 
that a fruit with poor appear­ 
ance caused by surface blem­ 
ishes may have a very fine eat­ 
ing quality. 
WISE PURCHASING 
To make the best use of our 
food dollar we must learn to 
select purchases wisely. Let’s 
review some hints to follow in 
selecting fruits from the fruit 
bin st the supermarket 
BANANAS 
This fruit is best for eating 
when it is tinted with a brown 
color and flecked with small 
brown specks. Bananas with 
green tips are good for use in 
cooking; or when you plan to 
store them a few days on the 
pantry shelf before eating. 
Avoid 
purchasing 
bananas 
with badly 
discolored 
skins, 
bruised areas, or deay. Bruis 
es are indicated by dark or 
blackened areas of the skin. De­ 
cay shows up with the presence 
of mold on the darkened skins. 
PEACHES 
A peach of fine quality should 
be free from blemishes, have 
a fresh appearance, and be 
whiteish or yellowish in color. 
Avoid immature, over mature 
or bruised peaches. Immature 
peaches may develop a pale 
weak color, shrivel, and the 
flesh may become tough or 
lacking in flavor. Overmature 
peaches bruise easily and soon 
break 
down. 
However, 
they 
may be just what you want for 
immediate consumption. 
Bruised fruit is undesirable 
because it is wasty. Much of 
the flesh is soft and discolored 
and some of it may have t 
be discarded. 
GRAPES 
For good quality check to see 
that the individual grapes are 
firmly attached to the stems. 
Good flavor is generally indi­ 
cated when the fruit has high 
color for the variety. 
You can check for decay by 
noticing if the grapes are wet 
or molded. Often evidence of 
decay can be found in its 
earliest stages near the stem. 
PLUMS 
Look for plump, clean, even­ 
ly colored plums 
which 
are 
soft enough to yield to soft pres­ 
sure. 
Color alone is an unreliable 
guide to use in determining ripe­ 
ness of this fruit. Some va­ 
rieties are fully ripe when the 
color is yellowish green, others 
w'hen the fcolor is purplish blue 
or black. A softening at the tip 
of the plum is generally a good 
indication that maturity has 
been reached. 
Immature plums are hard. 
They may be shriveled and are 
generally of poor color and 
flavor. Overmature plums are 
generally 
soft 
and 
easily 
bruised. 
Don’t 
purchase 
shriveled 
fruit. It usually has flesh of a 
leathery texture and is poor in 
flavor.

Thrips continue to work on re­ 
plant or late planted cotton in 
several fields. We have reached 
a point where insect damage 
must be stopped to allow normal 
growth for cotton. Several farm­ 
ers have sprayed for thrips al­ 
ready. If you have cotton that 
is being damaged by thrips now 
you can justify applying an in­ 
secticide to bring them under 
control. Check all fields where 
growth is slow, very carefully. 
If the new leaves show signs of 
rolling or curling 
check 
for 
thrips. If they are there apply 
the control on all fields where 
cotton is small and has only a 
few leaves. 
CHECK EARLY CORN 
Several farmers tell us that 
plant food deficiencies are show­ 
ing up in early corn. This is the 
time when any plant food de­ 
ficiency would show up most. 
The stress for plant food to 
make a good ear would cause 
deficiencies to be noticeable if 
there is a shortage of plant food 
in the soil. Leaf discoloration is 
usually the first symptom. 
Care must be taken to distin­ 
guish between the causes of leaf 
discoloration. Nitrogen deficien 
cies might be mistaken for 
a 
shortage of water. Insect dam 
age of roots or of leaves may 
cause the plant to fail in utiliz­ 
ing certain plant nutrients. A 
lime deficiency or unbalanced 
soil fertility can result in mul­ 
tiple deficiency symptoms. 
Several tools are available to 
help pinpoint the nutrien prob­ 
lems during the growing seas­ 
on. Soil tests are a “must” to 
know whether the 
necessary 
plant foods are available. Soil 
tests indicate the levels of cal­ 
cium, magnesium, phosphorous, 
potassium, organic matter, and 
acidity in the soil. Tissue tests 
indicate whether the plant 
is 
getting adequate nitrogen, phos- 
phorus and potassium. “On the 
spot” field soil tests indicate 
the acidity and phosphorus sit­ 
uation near the growing plants. 
Yield and quality of the crop is 
the final test of crop perform­ 
ance. Comparison of abnormal 
with normal plants is helpful in 
pinpointing problems. 
A calcium shortage results in 
yellowish-green color, underde­ 
veloped root systems, stunted 
spindly growth, 
malformations 
and weak stalks. 
Nitrogen deficiency of corn is 
easy to spot with spindly, yel­ 
lowed, stunted growth. Leaves 
fire from tip down the midrib 
starting first on the 
oldest 
leaves. Ears fail to fill. Nitro­ 
gen deficiency results in pre­ 
mature maturing 
and 
lower 
yields. Soybeans and other le­ 
gumes are often starved for ni­ 
trogen as a result of a poor lime 
situation. 
A potassium limitation causes 
browning at the tip and along 
the edges of most mature leaves. 
Leaf edges become ragged and 
cupped downward. Yellowed and 
ragged soybean leaves is almost 
a sure sign of potassium defic­ 
iency. 
Phosphorus 
deficiency 
causes slow, spindly growth in 
the early stages, poor pollina­ 
tion, and small twisted ears of 
corn. Quality and yield suffers 
with a phosphorus shortage. 
Moisture deficiency 
causes 
youngest leaves to roll and curl 
upward. Most nutrient deficien­ 
cies affect the older leaves of 
the plant first with downward 
curling. Leaf-roll during a mois­ 
ture stress is the plant’s defense 
against excessive transpiration. 
Such leaves often unfurl during 
the nights. 
When hunger signs appear you 
should confirm them with a soil 
test. Determine which plant food 
nutrients are short and make 
plans to correct the situation for 
next year.

Vegetables Need Water 
and Fertiliser 
If you want high quality veg­ 
etables from your garden, sim­ 
ilar to those you see in the su­ 
per market, you have things to 
do. First the plants need ade­ 
quate water—a good 
soaking 
once a week. Second side dress 
with nitrogen. We must assume 
that phosphorus and potash were 
applied before planting. 
Tomatoes, cucumbers, canta­ 
loupes, green beans, onions and 
sweet corn can make good use 
of extra nitrogen applied at the 
right time. For each of these 
crops use 1 pint of ammonium 
nitrate per 100 ft. of row. Apply 
the fertilizer after fruit 
has 
started to set on tomatoes, cu­ 
cumbers. 
cantaloupes, 
and 
green beans, and on onions after 
bulbs have started and on corn 
when it is knee high and after 
tassel. 
Apply the nitrogen in a band 
four to six inches from the row 
and work it into the soil. Your 
tomatoes will respond to a treat- 
ment after 2 weeks. 
Food Is A Good Bay

WISE PURCHASING

Thrips continue to work on re­ 
plant or late planted cotton to 
several fields. We have reached 
a point where insect dam age 
m ust be stopped to allow norm al 
growth for cotton. Several farm ­ 
ers have sprayed for thrips al­ 
ready. If you have cotton that 
is being dam aged by thrips now 
you can justify applying an in­ 
secticide to bring them under 
control. Check all fields where 
growth is slow, very carefully. 
lf the new leaves show signs of 
rolling or curling 
check 
for 
thrips. If they are there apply 
the control on all fields where 
cotton is sm all and has only a 
few leaves. 
CHECK EARLY CORN 
Several farm ers tell us that 
plant food deficiencies are show­ 
ing up to early corn. This is the 
tim e when any plant food de­ 
ficiency would show up most. 
The stress for plant food to 
m ake a good ear would cause 
deficiencies to be noticeable if 
there is a shortage of plant food 
in the soil. Leaf discoloration is 
usually the first symptom. 
Care m ust be taken to distin­ 
guish between the causes of leaf 
discoloration. Nitrogen deficien­ 
cies m ight be m istaken for 
a 
shortage of water. Insect dam ­ 
age of roots or of leaves may 
cause the plant to fail in utiliz­ 
ing certain plant nutrients. A 
lim e deficiency or unbalanced 
soil fertility can result to mul­ 
tiple deficiency sym ptom s. 
Several tools are available to 
help pinpoint the nutrient prob­ 
lems during the growing seas­ 
on. Soil tests are a “ m ust” to 
know whether the 
necessary 
plant foods are available. Soil

Vegetables Need Water

If you want high quality veg­ 
etables from your garden, sim ­ 
ilar to those you see in the su­ 
per m arket, you have things to 
do.

I remember a myth which had 
wide circulation through the late 
1920’s and early 1930’s concern­ 
ing a bootleg w’hiskey 
called 
“Jamaica rum,” only it wasn’t 
really Jamaica Rum. As Andy 
Griffith would say, what it was, 
was wood alcohol plus a bit of 
yellow coloring. The tragedy of 
tins wood alcohol drink was that 
it did not kill quickly. It mere­ 
ly produced a paralysis of cer­ 
tain nerves in the extremities, 
la Prohibition years people fool­ 
ishly drank anything 
because 
there u as no government protec­ 
tion in labeling. 
This Jamaica rum was quite 
popular in the hills of West Vir­ 
ginia.

The revenue

its source, principally in the 
hills of West Virginia where 
bootleggers manufactured it in 
illegal stills. All the 
bottles 
were smashed and the stills and 
the labels confiscated but the 
epidemic had done its work. It 
wasn’t so bad to the North, but 
’“jake’’ had had wide distribution 
throughout the South and, be­ 
cause it was so cheap, invari­ 
ably' it took its toil among the 
poor.

At 
this writing, more than 
40 homeless men. Bow cry drift- j 
ers, have died because 
they 
drank wood alcohol. It is tru e 
that the cans trom which these 
tried drank were labeled '‘pois­ 
on.’* but a rumor had swept 
through the Bowery flop house;, 
that sm all closes of the wood 
alcohol ofHmiced an immunity to 
its terrible effects, shese drift­ 
ers probably began taking small 
sips and the next thing, 
of 
course, w as their death. 
This is oat the first such epi­ 
demic. 
I rem em ber a myth which had 
wide circulation through the late 
1920’s and early 1930’s concern­ 
ing a bootleg whiskey 
called 
“Jam aica rum ,” only it w asn’t 
rattly Jam aica Rum. As Andy 
Griffith would say, what it was, 
was wood alcohol plus a bit of 
yellow coloring. The tra g e d y of 
this wood alcohol drink was that 
it did not kill quickly. It m ere­ 
ly produced a paralysis of cer­ 
tain nerves in the extrem ities. 
In Prohibition years people fool­ 
ishly drank anything 
because 
there was no government protec­ 
tion in labeling. 
This Jam aica rum was quite 
popular in the hills of West Vir­ 
ginia. Kentucky, Tennessee, and 
North Carolina and it produced 
hundreds of cripples. 
Since the crippling effect was 
m o stly in the legs, the condi­ 
tion itself becam e known 
as 
‘‘jake leg” . -And pretty soon ev­ 
ery man in these areas who had 
a crooked leg. or limped, wa.- 
said to have a jawe leg. To this 
day there are people walking 
•round with a limp caused by 
the consumption of Jake 
leg 
“rum ”. 
The revenue 
offbeats, 
of 
course, eventually traced it to 
its source, principally in the 
hills of West Virginia where 
bootleggers m anufactured it in 
illegal stills. All the 
bottles 
were sm ashed and the sUlls and 
the labels confiscated but the 
epidemic had done its work. It 
wasn’t so bad to the North, but 
"jatve” had had wide distribution 
throughout the South and, be­ 
cause it was so cheap, invari­ 
ably it took its toil among the 
poor.

Sunshine in Dixie 
-And moonshine in the West 
Virginia hills.”

JUNE IS BARBECUE MONTI! 
There is a feeling of adventure 
and good fellowship about a bar­ 
becue. You may do it for your 
own family or larger groups. 
in addition to the fellowship and 
all working together to prepare 
tile meal, the charcoal flavored 
food, cooked over a grill, is very 
tasty. 
The University ot Missouri has 
prepared folder 93. on “Outdoor 
M eat Cookery” . This folder tells 
you how’ to do all types of cook­ 
ing outdoors. It also gives you 
pointers on the 
selection 
of 
m eats. You can obtain a free 
copy by writing or calling your 
U niversity Extension 
Center, 
Court House. 
If you plan to barbecue chick­ 
en. you will also want to get a 
copy of Folder 23, 
“Chicken 
B arbecue’’. This even gives di­ 
rections for setting up a sim ple 
barbecue pit from blocks. 
- These bulletins tell about the 
m ore usual kind of 
outdoor 
cookery. The following recipe is 
som ewhat different. 
Liver. Bacon and Onions 
Cut liver, V ’ thick. 
Liver 
should be at room tem perature 
when barbecuing begins. Wash 
the liver and dry on paper tow­ 
els. Have bacon thickly sliced. 
Select large Spanish or Berm u­ 
da onions. Peel and slice them 
about, 4 inch thick. Brush slices 
with m elted butter or m arga­ 
rine. Use firm tom atoes, and 
quarter, but do not peel them . 
When briquets are coated with 
g ra y ash and very hot. knock off 
the ash and space them 4 ’’ to 
4 ” apart to avoid 
flame-up. 
Rub the flip grill or wire holder 
with cooking oil and lay liver 
and onion slices on the lower 
part. Put top part over liver 
and onions and fasten securely. 
After about 5 m inutes flip the 
grill. Remove the top and put to­ 
m atoes and bacon on the grill. 
Barbecue about 5 m inutes long­ 
er. During the last few m inutes 
put onions and bacon on top of 
liver to blend flavors. Do not 
overcook the liver.
